Document US-A-6 257 Oil (Dl) describes a v^earable cooling 
device, in particular a personal cooling apparatus, with a 
small-scale casing (30) having a casing section containing 
a latent heat accumulator (60; see figures 3 and 5 and 
column 5, lines 60-67) , said casing being provided with an 
intake (16, see figure 3) for a heat -exchanging gaseous 
medium (air) to be conducted past the latent heat 
accumulator and with an outlet (32; see figure 3) for 
releasing the cooled medium, and having a conveying means 
(65) , which can be operated by an energy supply 
(batteries; see column 6, lines 18-22) provided in the 
casing, for conveying said medium for the self-sufficient 
operation of the cooling device. 



A similar cooling device having these features is also 
known inter alia from document FR-A-2679017 (D2) . 



The invention according to claim 1 differs in that, at a 
position located downstream from the latent heat 
accumulator, a flap-like actuator (17) is provided by 
means of which it is possible to vary the degree of 
opening of a first medium channel (6) , which conducts said 
medium past the latent heat accumulator (4) , and of a 
second medium channel (18) , which does not conduct the 
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medium that is fed into the casing (2). past the latent 
heat accumulator. 

This embodiment permits the mixing of cooled and uncooled 
medium. In this way, - the user* can regulaite the 
t^perature. An embodiment such as ^this with an actuator 
is not described by the available prior art. nor can it be 
derived without exercising inventive skill. By contrast, . 
the available documents show only a single medium channel. 

Therefore, the novelty and the inventive step of claim 1 
is acknowledged, and claim 1 satisfies the requirements of 
PCT Article 33. 

The novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability 
of claims 2 to 30, which contain other developments of 
claim 1, are established by their dependence upon claim 1, 
Claims 31 and 32 relate to a* cooling system comprising a 
cooling device according to one of claims 1 to 30. Claims 
31 and 32 thus contain all of the features of claim 1 and 
therefore also satisfy the requirements of PCT Article 33 . 
Claim 33 relates to a method for cooling a person which 
also employs a cooling device according to one of claims 1 
to 30. Therefore, claim 33 likewise satisfies the 
requirements of PCT Article 33 .
